Thiel Named IMEA Outstanding 
University Music Educator 


A t the recent convention of 
the Indiana Music Edu¬ 
cators Association, Band 
Director and Associate Professor 
of Music Robb Thiel was presented 
with the prestigious Outstanding 
University Music Educator award, 
given annually by the Association. 

The award, presented to those 
teachers who have exemplified out¬ 
standing achievement in the field 
of music education, is designed to 
honor music education in the fol¬ 
lowing areas: elementary, middle 
school/junior high, high school, 
and college/university. Thiel was 
nominated for the award by sev¬ 
eral of his former students and 
supported by members of the SJC 
Music Department. 

“Em humbled by this recognition,” said Thiel, who 
is the recipient of several local awards honoring his many 
achievements. “Em very proud of the caliber of musicians 
here at SJC. My hope is that this award will aid me in the 
recruitment process, which can be the difference between a 
good band and an excellent band.” 

Thiel s achievement, presented to him at the General 
Session of the IMEA Convention, was kept secret from him 
by the request of his family until the day of the convention. 
“Robbs family wanted to surprise him, and we wanted to 
show him just how much he is appreciated by having friends 
and family there to support him in receiving this award,” 
said Assistant Dean for Campus Life Michele 
Gunkleman, a family friend of the Thiels.

Education from the Uni¬ 
versity of Evansville and his 
masters degree in Education 
from Indiana University. 
Before coming to SJC in 
1993, Thiel was the Direc¬ 
tor of Bands at three Indiana 
high schools: North Miami, 
Winamac, and Knox. In 
his fourteen years as a high 
school director, his bands 
qualified for the Indiana 
State School Music Associa¬ 
tion State Marching Band 
Contest seven times. 

Christine (Whit- 
ton) Legler ’02 is just one 
alumna who took the initia¬ 
tive to nominate Thiel. She 
believes that a piece of what 
sets Thiel apart from other educators is his former experience 
working at the high school level. “Because Robb had taught 
in high schools before becoming a college teacher, he had 
practical advice and knowledge that some college professors 
never learn,” she wrote in her letter of nomination to the 
IMEA. “I really appreciated the way he gave teachers-to-be 
valuable information on the parts of their jobs that weren’t 
ever covered in the textbooks.” 

At SJC, Thiel directs the Marching, Pep, and Sym¬ 
phonic Band as well as the Wind Ensemble, the premier 
instrumental group. He also teaches courses in music educa¬ 
tion and instrumental arranging and participates in various 
community events. During his tenure at SJC, the band has 
grown by over 300%. 

In addition to his teaching responsibilities, Thiel has 
also arranged and composed percussion books for schools 
in Indiana, Michigan, Texas, and Pennsylvania, and is fre¬ 
quently asked to serve as an adjudicator for marching band, 
jazz band, solo and ensemble, and concert band contests, as 
well as a consultant and clinician for all areas of music.

W hile the country looks forward 
to the promise of the warm 
summer months, Lt. Col Timothy 
David Kirkbride ’77 looks forward to 
the promise of retirement. The former 
History major and member of the SJC 
football team recently retired from the 
United States Air Force and is enjoy¬ 
ing spending time with his family in 
Chesterfield, Virginia and serving his 
community. After 27 years of service, 
Kirkbride has discovered a wealth of op¬ 
portunity and fulfillment in his new life. 
It all started for him when he - a 

























fresh-faced, college graduate — went to 
work in a bank management program. 
There, he met his future wife, Carolyn, 
whom he quickly discovered planned to 
join the Air Force. In the end, though, 
Carolyn got cold feet, and it was Tim 
who attended officer training school 
at Lackland AFB, Texas, receiving his 
commission as a second lieutenant in 
June 1979. His first assignment was to 
Mather AFB near Sacramento, Califor¬ 
nia, as a logistics plans and programs 
officer. His intent was to serve four 
years and return to civilian life. How¬ 
ever, in his third year, the Air Force of¬ 
fered an assignment to Italy and a new 
career was born. Serving a three-year 
tour at Aviano Air Base, Italy, a love for 
overseas adventure was born, and Tim 
and Carolyn never looked back. 

His time spent serving his coun¬ 
try was not without its celebrated 
perks, though, and hes had the op¬ 
portunity to meet several high-profile 
government officials, both US and for¬ 
eign. One such individual was Sheik 
Isa bin Suliman A1 Kalifa, the Amir of 
Bahrain, with whom he developed a 
personal relationship while working at 
the US Embassy during the first Gulf 
Conflict. “After the war, while still en¬ 
gaged working compensation issues 
with Bahrain Defense Force officials, 
we met by chance on a rare day off and 
went for a relaxing walk on the beach. 
How many people get to walk on the 
beach with the ruler of a country?” 
Kirkbride mused. “It was a unique op¬ 
portunity that I will always treasure. 
We had a regular conversation between 
two individuals: we talked about our 
families, our fears, and post-war conse¬ 
quences. It was very comfortable.” 

During his time at Headquarters, 
Allied Forces Northwest Europe serving 
as Air Movements Officer, Kirkbride 
was part of a US/UK military team 
that participated in the annual Three

Peaks 24 Hour Challenge on behalf of 
the Save the Children Fund. The spon¬ 
sor was Princess Margaret, Countess of 
Snowdon, and his team raised 7,000 
British pounds for the Fund. The pur¬ 
pose of the challenge was to climb the 
highest peaks in Scotland, England, 
and Wales in a 24-hour period; his 
team completed the challenge in 22 
hours and 25 minutes. At 41, he was 
the oldest member of the team, but 
held his own as they “traversed snow 
in Scotland, rain in England, and high 
winds in Wales.” It was during this tour 
that he met Prince Charles, Prince of 
Wales and had a personal conversation 
on C-130 aircraft load planning activi¬ 
ties he participated in as Logistics Team 
Chief for Operation Provide Promise, 
a United Nations program providing 
food to victims of ethnic violence in 
the former Yugoslavia. 

Kirkbride noted his experiences 
at Saint Josephs College — particularly 
those in the Core Program and other 
classes dealing with cultural diversity — 
were a huge underlying asset and bless¬ 
ing for his career and the years he spent 
working overseas. In particular he re¬ 
counted a story working with Russian 
counterparts while serving as Program 
Manager for a US-sponsored project in 
Russia in support of the START Treaty. 
“It was so easy to look at Russia with an 
eye of suspicion, the Cold War barely 
in our rearview mirror. However, my 
perspective changed when I had the 


opportunity to roll-up my sleeves and 
work side by side, leaving politics on the 
sidelines. It turned out to be a unique 
opportunity to see the personal side of 
the Russian people, putting a human 
face on it and making it real,” he said. 
“We were able to take the ‘blinders’ off 
and talk about our mutual aspirations 
on a personal level, coming to a mutual 
understanding — were all just trying 
to make sure our kids have better lives 
and a better world to live in. It was re¬ 
freshing to find out we are more alike 
than different.” 

Back at home in Virgina, Kirk¬ 
bride is determined to share his knowl¬ 
edge with young minds. Since Decem¬ 
ber, he’s been serving as a substitute 
teacher in the Chesterfield County 
School System, and he plans to ap¬ 
ply for a full-time teaching position 
this summer. He spends his free time 
as a mentor in the Federal Correction 
Facility in Petersburg, Virginia, and 
— along with his wife — volunteers in 
their diocese and assists with retreats 
for HIV/AIDS patients. 

Throughout all of his travels, 
Kirkbride never lost sight of the real 
importance in his life: his family. He 
recalls the events of 1990, when he was 
serving as Chief of the Air Force Section 
of the US Embassy in Bahrain. After 
arriving in the country with his fam¬ 
ily two days after Iraq invaded Kuwait, 
they were together for three days be¬ 
fore his family was evacuated with only 
two suitcases, the rest of their belong¬ 
ings in storage in Bahrain, and were 
subsequently separated for 15 months. 
“The military spouse is really the key to 
a successful military career” Kirkbride 
said. “Carolyn is my hero and she in¬ 
spires me on a daily basis. I lived the 
adventure, but she was the ‘rock’ that 
kept our family clicking. She’s played 
every role in our family, and her sup¬ 
port was unwavering.”

YEARS AGO 


I n the summer and fall of 1937, the 
50-year-old building that would 
come to be known as Drexel Hall 
was remodeled to provide individual 
rooms for the first senior class. By add¬ 
ing an additional tier of rooms on the 
west side facing the interior patio, the 
building was able to eventually house 
110 students. It was also at this time 
that the building was named Drexel 
Hall in honor of Katharine Drexel who 
provided the funds to build it as an In¬ 
dian school in 1888. From the very beginning, students considered it a privi¬ 
lege to live in this old building, partly because of its atmosphere, and even 
more because of its distance from the “prying” eyes of College officials. The 
building was closed in 1978, only to be reopened again in 2005. It is currently 
the home of the Rensselaer Adult Learning Center.

YEARS 'Si 


A great historic moment in the Colleges history occurred September 13, 
1962, when former President Dwight D. Eisenhower laid the Halleck 
Center cornerstone. Standing in the background is U.S. Representative 
Charles Halleck, and the third person is Father Raphael Gross, then-president 
of the College. Prior to the cornerstone laying, Eisenhower addressed a crowd 
of some 3,000 people, and later that evening was a Republican party rally on 
the north campus attended by an estimated crowd of 25,000 people. 


YEARS AGO 

F rom 1944-74, Saint Joseph’s Col¬ 
lege served as the summer home 
for the Chicago Bears football team, 
who used the campus and its facilities 
for their summer training camp. As a 
result, 1971 saw the College as the set 
of many scenes in the Columbia Pic¬ 
tures film “Brian’s Song,” which cel¬ 
ebrates the friendship between Bears 
teammates Gale Sayers and Brian Pic¬ 
colo. Scenes from the College campus 
that appear in the picture are of the 
front entrance, the Halleck Student 
Center dining room, Justin Hall, and 
the open field west of Justin where the 
team practiced in the summer. From 
the playing field can also be seen oth¬ 
er buildings of the College. 
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D uring the post-Civil War years, 
it became a priority for the Dio¬ 
cese of Fort Wayne to build an or¬ 
phanage on a piece of land just south 

of Rensselaer secured by Bishop John Henry Luers. The entire 933-acre tract of land was 
purchased in 1866, and Luers established St. Josephs Orphan Asylum and Manual Training 
School on it two years later. By the year 1887, the orphan children had all been transferred 
to other homes, and the extensive property stood empty. It was in this year that plans for 
building a college on the abandoned plot of land were first discussed. 

This is how Saint Josephs College looked on September 2, 1891, when classes began. 
The Administration Building stood directly on the site of the old orphanage, and it housed 
the entire College community, including dormitories for 54 students, a chapel, classrooms, 
kitchen, sisters’ quarters, dining rooms, professors’ rooms, and other facilities. 




YEARS AGO 

1957 marked the first and only year 
the Puma football team played in the 
Aluminum Bowl in Little Rock, Ar¬ 
kansas, against Montana State College 
for the national championship in the 

NAIA. The game was broadcast over 200 CBS television stations and 250 CBS radio stations 
and was carried on the Armed Forces Radio Service overseas radio network. The game was 
played on December 22 on such a rainsoaked field that neither team was able to score, and 
the game was promptly dubbed the Mud Bowl.

YEARS AGO 


Twenty-three years after the College’s mascot was changed from the Cardinals to the Pumas - a 
name that was at once different and occasioned by the rumor of a live puma spotted in Jasper 
County - the College had a real, live puma mascot. The cat was “delivered” for Homecoming, 
and the three-month-old cub was a “friendly little fellow,” but loved to tear people’s clothing 
and skin with its sharp claws. The College did not keep it to adulthood, and now employs a less 
threatening, artificial Puma as its mascot. 
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SJC receives $750,000 grant 


S aint Josephs College recently received a grant from 
The Kresge Foundation in the amount of $750,000 
toward the construction of athletic facilities and 
renovation of residential, academic, and library facilities 
in conjunction with the Colleges 21st Century Cam¬ 
paign: Preserving Tradition.. .Securing Our Future. The 
grant is made on a challenge ba¬ 
sis, intended to assist in raising the 
balance required to complete the 
Campaign goal, set at $12,500,000, 
and funding of related projects by 
June 30, 2008. 

The Foundations core grant¬ 
making activity is its Capital Chal¬ 
lenge Grants program. In this pro¬ 
gram, the Foundation focuses on 
opportunities to strengthen leader¬ 
ship and giving through challenge 
grants for capital projects. Grant 
recipients have raised initial funds 
toward their respective projects be¬ 
fore requesting Foundation support, 
and Kresge grants are then made 
on a challenge basis, requesting the 
raising of the remaining balance, by 
a deadline. It is an “all or nothing” 
challenge. 

Vice President for Institutional 
Advancement and Marketing Mau¬ 
reen Egan ’90 believes that receipt of the Foundations 
maximum amount for the Challenge Grant is a great 
honor for and endorsement of the Colleges Capital 
Campaign and related projects. “The Challenge Grant 
has created a new intensity and sense of urgency for the 
Campaign,” she began. “There’s a competitive edge in 
each one of us. For those who want to see Saint Josephs 


College succeed into the next century, this Challenge 
Grant could help with the number of new and increased 
pledges to the Capital Campaign. Growing and sustain¬ 
ing an organizations donor base is the ultimate goal of 
The Kresge Foundation.” 

The Foundation, a national endeavor with $3 bil¬ 
lion in assets created by the personal 
gifts of Sebastian S. Kresge, awarded 
212 grants totaling $131,770,027 
to organizations in the United 
States, Canada, United Kingdom, 
South Africa, and Mexico in 2005. 
Through its grant-making programs, 
the Foundation seeks to strengthen 
nonprofit organizations by catalyz¬ 
ing their growth, connecting them 
to their stakeholders and challeng¬ 
ing greater support through grants.

Campaign concludes will help strengthen its organiza¬ 
tion well into the future.”

Thanks to leadership gifts from alumni, parents, and friends, and a 
$750,000 Challenge Grant from the Kresge Foundation, we have commitments of $8.4 million 
toward the $12.5 million goal as we complete the silent phase of the Campaign. Attaining the 
goal will position Saint Joseph’s College for a strong and prosperous future.

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S aint Joseph’s College was founded in the late 19^ century by the Missionaries of the Precious 
Blood who had a bold vision of Catholic higher education in the heartland of Indiana. During 


the 20 th century, with foresight and determination, the Missionaries, in company with a dedicated 
group of laity, took a seminary and formed it into a Catholic college that is today nationally respect¬ 
ed as a leader in liberal arts education. This leadership is best expressed by the College’s ability to 
preserve its traditions while finding innovative ways to enhance learning and the preparation of stu¬ 
dents for this new century. 


For over one hundred years, Saint Joseph’s College could compete with other institutions for stu¬ 
dents because of the inherent value of its academic programs and because it was affordable.

The academic buildings are structurally sound, but their key 
functional areas are outdated and require upgrading in power, 
technology, and accessibility for the disabled. Rather than 
tear down sound buildings, it makes educational and financial 
sense to renovate them to serve anew the needs of the 
College. Renovated space has the added advantage of not sig¬ 
nificantly increasing operating costs for utilities, services, and 
overhead - compared to new construction. 



Richard F. Scharf Alumni Fieldhouse: Dedicated December 8, 1941 


Nearly half of our students are varsity athletes and the 
College has 18 teams competing in NCAA Division II athlet¬ 
ics. The Fieldhouse was built in 1941 to accommodate four 
teams. The Hanson Recreation Center was built in 1986 pri¬ 
marily for intramural sports and individual conditioning. 
Both buildings are structurally sound but need renovations 
and additional space to accommodate significant increases in 
use and to replace outdated facilities.

Dream of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. kept alive at SJC 


O ver forty years after Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

related his dream to an anxious world, we con¬ 
tinue to celebrate the man behind the vision. 
Saint Josephs College participated in the national holiday 
of recognition through an annual march and program held 
January 15 and sponsored by SJC Diversity Coalition, the 
Faculty Assembly Multi-Cultural Affairs Committee, and 
grant funds from Lilly Endowment. 

The day began with the annual march from the Jasper 
County Courthouse to the Rev. Charles Banet, C.PP.S. 
Core Education Center, in which approximately 150 stu¬ 
dents, faculty, staff, and Rensselaer community members 
took part, despite wintry winds and freezing rain. Follow¬ 
ing the march, participants gathered 
in the Center’s Shen Auditorium for 
the annual Martin Luther King, Jr. 

speaker was James McBride, jazz 
musician and award-winning author 
of The Color of Water, a New York 
Times best-seller used in the College’s 
renowned Core Curriculum. The 
critically-acclaimed memoir is the 
recipient of the 1997 Anisfield-Wblf 
Book Award for Literary Excellence 
and was an American Library Asso¬ 
ciation Notable Book of the Year, 
in addition to spending more than 
two years on The New York Times 
bestseller list. 

Having been featured in People , 
Newsweek , and USA Today , McBride 
has also appeared on several national 
radio and television shows including 
“The Rosie O’Donnell Show” and 
NPR’s “All Things Considered,” 
“Fresh Air,” and “Morning Edition.” 
A native New Yorker, he studied composition at The Ober- 
lin Conservatory of Music in Ohio and received a master’s 
in Journalism from Columbia University in New York at 
age 22. McBride is currently a Distinguished Writer-In-

During his speech, McBride urged participants to 
seize every opportunity that passes before them. “A lot of 
things and ideals died with Martin Luther King, but this is 
a time for those things to be reborn,” he said. “This can be 
your special time. We need you to stand up, take charge, 
and start changing the world. [Saint Josephs College] is a 
place where leaders are born. Em looking at a whole room¬ 
ful right now.” 

Junior Psychology major Giselle Salina of Culver, 
Indiana, former president and current member of Diversity 
Coalition, was proud of the cooperation between the Col¬ 
lege and community to honor Kings memory. “I thought 
we had an outstanding turnout for the parade, and everyone 
was very supportive,” she said. “Its important to include 
the community in the march...because its an active way 
to honor Kings legacy. The events aren’t just for SJC; that’s 
part of his teachings, too. It’s open for everyone, and every¬ 
one is welcome.” 
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S enior Elementary Education 
major Elizabeth Wissel recently 
spent seven weeks abroad in 
Costa Rica, receiving valuable experi¬ 
ence and a new, more relaxed outlook 
on teaching. Her new professional at¬ 
titude was represented by the Tican 
philosophy “la pura vida” (“pure life”), 
a mentality that focuses on “going with 
the flow” of life. She stayed in Atenas, 
northwest of San Jose, where she lived 
in the mountainous central valley re¬ 
gion with her host mother, a kinder¬ 
garten teacher, and the womans two 
daughters, ages five and seven. The two 
girls attended the school, called Colina 
Azul, where Wissel provided English 
instruction to third and fourth graders, 
in classes made up of about ten stu¬ 
dents each. She also taught science in 
English to third grade, as well as com¬ 
puters and conversation for third and 
fourth grades. 

From the beginning of Wissel s 
academic career at SJC, she had wanted 
to study abroad. She received the op¬ 
portunity through a Cultural Immer¬ 
sions program from Indiana Universi¬ 
ty, approved by Saint Josephs College, 
from which she received nine graduate 
level credits. The College accommo¬ 
dated the programs stipulations, and 
Core Sevens Latin American focus 
proved helpful to Wissel s aspirations 
to study abroad. 

“The Core Program was ben¬ 


eficial [preparation] because you re¬ 
ceive different cultural experiences 
than what you’re used to,” said Wis¬ 
sel. “You learn about things like glo¬ 
balization, your own worldview, and 
others 5 worldviews. The framework 
of that program leaves it open to cre¬ 
ate your own experiences in a differ¬ 
ent environment. 55 

Although Wissel first encoun¬ 
tered several obstacles at Colina Azul 
due to the absence of a familiar class¬ 
room management system, the chil¬ 
dren adjusted to her teaching style 
and she was able to implement new, 
resourceful methods. Wissel created 
a sticker economy, giving out stick¬ 
ers for good behavior and reclaiming 
them for bad. Once the children re¬ 
ceived a certain amount of stickers, 
they were treated to a special prize. 

“The education I received 
through SJC helped me get the kids 
where they needed to be so we could 
function properly together, 55 she said. 
“The most significant thing I learned 
while I was down there was what its 
like to be a second-language learner, 
even after taking six years of Spanish 
myself. Em going to be a lot more un¬ 
derstanding than I was before.” 

Before the semester ended, the 
children performed a Christmas pag¬ 
eant in English. Wissels third graders 
sang seasonal songs such as “Frosty 
the Snowman,” and her fourth graders 





performed the Biblical story of Christs 
birth. Although few Atenas natives are 
fluent in English, many of the commu¬ 
nity members attended the festival. 

In her spare time, Wissel attended 
Latin dance classes as well as conversa¬ 
tional Spanish sessions with one of the 
local host fathers. Once a week for two 
hours, she also performed a service¬ 
learning project, teaching English to a 
group of students who did not usually 
receive practice during school hours. 

In addition to teaching, Wissel 




was also able to travel on the week¬ 
ends, visiting the peninsular city of 
Montezuma, viewing rainforest ani¬ 
mals such as toucans and sloth in their 
natural habitat, soaring on twenty-nine 
zip lines over eleven waterfalls in one 
day and even watching a volcano spout 
lava. 

Back at SJC, this semester Wis- 
sel holds an internship where she con¬ 
versely teaches Spanish to kindergarten 


through fifth grades at St. Augustine 
Elementary School in Rensselaer. She 
continues tutoring area Hispanic stu¬ 
dents through an outreach program 
sponsored by Campus Ministry and is 
now planning a bi-lingual story time 
for the Jasper County Public Library. 

Thanks to her time spent teach¬ 
ing in Costa Rica, Wissel is able to re¬ 
late personal experiences to her current 
classes of children to help them better 


grasp the material. She now pursues 
“la pura vida” in her academic, profes¬ 
sional, and personal lives. 

“All of those experiences in Cos¬ 
ta Rica are going to be bringing me 
a new perspective in the future,” she 
said. “There’s definitely a remnant of 
the Tican culture in me; I walk a little 
bit slower now. I let little things go. 
Things I once saw as obstacles aren’t 
any more.”

Former SJC All-American inducted 
into Indiana Basketball Hall of Fame 


T he Indiana Basketball Hall of Fame recently in¬ 
ducted former Saint Josephs College All-Ameri¬ 
can Robert A. “Biscuit” Williams III ’60 as one 
of its 2007 inductees. 

Williams was a three-year letter winner for SJC 
(1957-60). He was an NAIA Little All-American selection 
after his junior season of 1958-59, when he averaged 22.0 
points and 8.5 rebounds per game, as well as his senior 
season of 1959-60, when he put up 24.7 points and 9.3 
rebounds per contest. He was named to the All-Indiana 
Collegiate Conference Team both years, and was selected 
as the ICC s Player of the Year as a junior. Williams gradu¬ 
ated as the No. 2 career scorer at SJC and currently ranks 
12th all-time. 

He still claims the highest individual single-game 
point total ever recorded in an SJC home game, scoring 
45 points against Marian College on February 27, 1960. 

Williams graduated from Shortridge High School in 
Indianapolis in 1956. His crosstown rival was basketball 
legend Oscar Robertson, who led Crispus Attucks High 
School to an undefeated season that same year. Robertson 
was among the most vocal endorsers of Williams induc¬ 
tion to the Hall of Fame. 

With his induction, Williams becomes the second 
Indiana Basketball Hall of Famer with 
ties to SJC. Art Cosgrove, who served 
as SJC’s head basketball coach from 
1946-50, was inducted to the Hall in 
1978. 

Williams graduated with a degree 
in Accounting from SJC in 1960 and 
was inducted into the SJC Sports Hall 
of Fame in 1970. He currently resides 
in Andover, Massachusetts. 

The Indiana Basketball Hall of 
Fames 2007 Induction Ceremony 
took place on March 21 in Indianapo¬ 
lis.

Sykes, McSwine make international impact 


A pair of former Saint Josephs 
College mens basketball players 
have made the jump to profes¬ 
sional basketball overseas and appear to 
be making the most of the opportunity 
in their first seasons abroad. 

Sullivan Sykes ’06, who was an 
NCAA Division II All-American and 
the Great Lakes Valley Conference Co- 
Player of the Year last season, signed a 
contract in September to play in Spain 
for WTC Cornelia, which is located 
in the northeast region of the country. 
Cornelia competes in the Liga Espa- 
nola Baloncesto 2, one of three profes¬ 
sional leagues in Spain. 

As of February 12, Sykes had 
started all 22 games for Cornelia, post¬ 
ing a team-high 12.2 points per game, 
averaging just over 24 minutes of play¬ 
ing time. The only American player 
on the Cornelia roster, Sykes posted a 
season-high 27 points on December 20 
in an 89-72 win over Casa Rioja. The 
LEB 2 season runs through late April. 


Rashad McSwine ’06, mean¬ 
while, has made a dramatic splash with 
his new team, FMC Capone, located 
in Dusseldorf, Germany, which com¬ 
petes in Regionalliga West, one of five 
regional leagues in Germany. 

McSwine, who joined the team 
January 1 as a midseason addition, 
proved he belonged right away with a 
23-point outing in his first contest. In 
his first seven games with Capone, he 
put up 27.5 points per game, with a 
season high of 30. Capone is 5-2 since 
McSwine s insertion to the lineup, and 
is 14-8 thus far this season. The Re¬ 
gionalliga Wests season concluded in 
late March. 

McSwine was a Second Team All- 
GLVC and All-GLVC Tournament se¬ 
lection last season for SJC.

David Bokhart takes over men's 
soccer program at SJC 


D avid Bokhart was hired as the 10th 
head mens soccer coach in SJC history 
in December. 

Bokhart came to SJC from Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, where he had been em¬ 
ployed at the University of Saint Francis as 
an assistant mens soccer coach since 2003. 

During that time, he also coached with the 
Fort Wayne Citadel Futbol Club and served 
as Director of Camps and Coaches for Inner 
City Soccer, Inc. 

Prior to his tenure at Saint Francis, 

Bokhart served as Communication Manager 
for the National Soccer Coaches Association of America in 
Mission, Kansas, which followed a year as a media relations 
assistant with the University of Kansas athletic department. 
He also worked on the game-day staff of Major League Soc¬ 
cers Kansas City Wizards for two years. 

A native of Fort Wayne, Bokhart graduated with a 
bachelors degree in Communication from Purdue Univer¬ 
sity in 2000 and received his Master of Business Administra¬ 


tion degree from Saint Francis. 

Bokhart was a four-year member and 
two-year captain of the mens soccer club 
team at Purdue, and was a four-year varsity 
letter winner at Bishop Luers High School in 
Fort Wayne from 1992-95. He was an All- 
Conference selection and his teams Most 
Valuable Player as a senior when he helped 
lead Luers to a state runner-up finish. 

“Saint Josephs is a great fit for me 
with its Catholic tradition, academic rep¬ 
utation, and athletic affiliation with the 
Great Lakes Valley Conference,” Bokhart 
said. “Faith and education are especially important to me, 
and the mission of the institution is directly tied to both.” 

“In the interview process, I got a sense that the campus 
community wants a soccer program it can embrace and sup¬ 
port both on and off the field,” he continued. “My primary 
focus with the team this off-season will be creating a winning 
soccer culture, which is not easy. Wanting to win and prepar¬ 
ing to win are two different things. Preparation is the key.” 
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Scott House welcomed as head 
coach of women's soccer 


S cott House was hired as the new head 
coach of SJC’s womens soccer pro¬ 
gram in December. He is the seventh head 
coach in the programs history. 

House comes to SJC from Great 
Lakes Valley Conference rival Bellarmine 
University, where he had been an assistant 
coach for both the mens and womens 
programs for the past three seasons. 

House was involved in all aspects 
of Bellarmine’s program, including on¬ 
field coaching, game-day administration, 
recruiting, compliance, and academics. 

He was also responsible for the training of the Knights’ 
goalkeepers, helping BU’s womens team post a 0.93 goals- 
against average and nine shutouts during the 2006 season. 

A native of St. Louis, Missouri, House spent the 2001 
season as an assistant coach at the University of Missouri-St. 
Louis, before spending the spring of 2002 as a volunteer 
coach at St. Louis University. House has a bachelor’s degree 


in Sport Administration from the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville. 

“The biggest thing that attracted me 
to Saint Josephs College was the people,” 
House said. “Everyone I met during the 
interview process made every effort to be 
helpful, and it immediately felt very com¬ 
fortable to me. Its very much a family-type 
atmosphere. 

“I’m looking to get back into conten¬ 
tion for the conference tournament right 
away - I know this is a program that can be 
very good in this conference,” House said. 

“Just as important, however, is making sure the stu¬ 
dent-athletes who come through this program succeed off 
the field, as well. I want the young women who play soccer 
at Saint Josephs College to be viewed as a group of great 
people, who succeed in the classroom and community as 
well as on the field.”
